ABSTRACT 

This report presents data on the distribution of 
minority group students and staff in the public schools of 
Connecticut. The five groups differentiated are White, Black, 
Hispanic, Asian American, and American Indian. A narrative of the 
report *s highlights is followed by seven graphs which show 
percentages of minority and nonminority staff in Connecticut schools 
from 1975 to 1984. Eleven statistical tables are provided, which give 
1984 data on (1-3) minority students by type of community, by grade, 
and by school district; (4) minority students in vocational/technical 
schools; (5) Project Concern (a program for disadvantaged, urban 
students in Bridgeport, Hartford, and New Haven); (6) growth rates of 
minority enrollment of five percent or greater; (7) ranking of towns 
by number of minority students; and (8-10) minority staff in 
Connecticut by type of community, by school district, and in 
vocational/technical schools; and the final table (11) illustrates 
trends in minority group students and staff in the Connecticut public 
schools from 1975 to 1984. (GC) 
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PREFACE 



This report 1s the nineteenth annual report to present data on the 
distribution of minority group students In the public schools of 
Connecticut and the eighteenth to report minority staff data. In 
conformity with federal accounting standards of the National Center for 
Education Statistics, the five groups differentiated are White, Slack, 
Hispanic, Asian American, and American Indian. In cases where 
ambiguities In the definitions may arise, students are counted according 
to their own Indicated racial designation. 

The first published report In this series presented data for April, 
1966 on the number of Whites and non-Whites In Individual classrooms. At 
that time, Hispanic students were classified separately, but their 
numbers were Included also In the count of either Blacks or Whites. A 
separate category for Hispanic students began In the fall of 1968. In 
1970, additional data collection began for the categories of American 
Indian and Asian American, but these are explicitly Itemized only In the 
minority report series starting In the fall of 1977. 

Until 1976, only school districts with more than five percent 
minority enrollment reported detailed data at the classroom level. 
Since 1976, all districts have reported minority enrollments by grade 
and by school . 

Bridgeport, Hartford, and New Haven participate In a program called 
"Project Concern," In which a limited number of disadvantaged, urban 
students are educated In the surrounding suburban school districts. 
Although Project Concern has the effect of reducing slightly the number 
of minority children reported In these cities. It does not affect the 
number reported In the participating suburbs because children In the 
program are reported separately. 

Data for pupils In this report are drawn from Schedule 2 of the 
annual Racial Survey, Form EO-152 of the State Department of Education. 
Staff data are derived from the department's active staff file (Form 
TRB-3). In years prior to the 1982 report, grouped staff data were 
taken from a separate schedule of Form EO-152. In 1981, the 
racial/ethnic characteristics of certified staff members were collected 
both on Form ED-152 and Form TR8-3, and In 1982, the staff section of 
the ED-152 was dropped In favor of the sole use of TR8-3 data (see Table 
11)- 

Starting In 1981, data collection was extended to Include the three 
endowed and Incorporated academies. I.e., the Gilbert School, Norwich 
Free Academy, and Woodstock Academy. In order to maintain consistency 
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1n the longitudinal presentation of data, state totals used In the 
narrative and the figures of this report do not Include data from the 
three academies unless otherwise so stated. 

Racial /ethnic breakouts of students are not currently collected 
from the regional education service centers or the special school 
districts operated by the State Department of Children and Youth 
Services, the State Department of Mental Retardation, and the State 
Department of Corrections* 
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HIGHLIGHTS 



• In October 1984, minority students comprised 21.1%, or 100,125, 
of the 475,014 public school students In the State of 
Connecticut as compared to 20.3% one year ago, 17.2% five years 
ago, and 14. 7X In 1975, 

9 From 1983-84 to 1984-85, total public school enrollment declined 
by 2.1% or 10,037 students while the number of minority students 
Increased by 1.6% or 1,583 students. 

• This year, for the first time, the count of enrolled minorities 
has surpassed the one hundred thousand mark. 

• Over the past decade, there was a decline of 26.4% In total 
enrollment and an Increase of 5.4% In minority enrollment. 

• Of the state' s public school minority students, 61 .7% are 
educated in the five large city school systems, as compared with 
63.7% five years ago. 

• The Hartford public school district serves the largest 
proportion of minority students, 88.3%. 

• Twelve Connecticut school districts are at least one-quarter 
minority students, one more than a year ago. 

• Forty-two districts have a minority enrollment of five percent * 
or more and en. oil 90% of the minority students. 

• Minorities represent one of four students In kindergarten, one 
of five 1n eighth grade, and one of seven In twelfth grade. 

• Hispanic students continue In a generally Increasing trend, up 
1 ,367 from the prior year, to a total of 36,264, while the 
number of black students declined slightly by 321, and f^r the 
ninth consecutive year. 

• In October 1984, blacks represented 11.8% of public school 
students and Hispanlcs 7.6%, compared with 9.7% and 4.4%, 
respectively. In 1975. 

• Minority enrollment In the regional vocational-technical schools 
Increased 7.8% over last year bringing the percentage to 18.9%, 
a level moderately above the statewide percentage of 16.9% In 
grades 9-12. 
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• Out of the total of 37,141 full-time professional staff members 
In the state's public schools, 2,164, or 5.8X, are minorities, 
compared to 5.7X last year. 

• Compared to the prior year, minority staffing decreased In 
suburban and emerging suburban communities, whereas It Increased 
In the large, medium, and fringe cities. 

• In October 1984, 49 of 1 ,060, or 4.6%, of the staff members In 
the regional vocational -technical schools were minorities, an 
Increase of 3 compared with the prior year. 
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MINORITY STUDENTS AND STAFF 



The state's overall proportion of minority students enrolled continued 
Its rise to 21.1% from 20,3X a year ago, 17.254 five years ago, and 14.7X 
In 1975, Over the ten-year period covered by this report, the 
percentage of full-time minority staff members In Connecticut's public 
schools has Increased from 4.8X In 1975 to 5.854 In 1984 (see Table 11 
and Figure 1)-

Students 

On October 1 . 1984 there were 475.014 student"" In the Connecticut public 
schools. I.e.. 1n the 165 public school districts, the 17 regional 
vocational-technical schools, and E. 0. Smith High School. Of these. 
100,125, or 21.154, were minority students (see Tables 1 and 3). 
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Between kindergarten and grade 8, the proportion of minority 
students falls from 24.7% to 18.254 and again between grades 9 and 12 
from 19.5*/. to 14.4%. Minority students made up 21.9% of the enrollment 
In the elementary grades (K-8) and 16.954 of the high school grades 
(9-12). Minority children accounted for 42.754 of the students In public 
preklndergarten programs and 37.854 of students classified as full-time 
special education (see Table 2). 

In October, Connecticut's five large cities, enrolled 61.654 of all 
public school minority students (see Table 7). There were 123 districts 
with less than five percent minority enrollment and 12 with more than 25 
percent, the largest of which, Hartford, enrolled 88.354 minority 
students. The 42 districts with minority enrollment of five percent or 
more enrolled 89.954 of the state total of minority students (see Table 5 
and Figure 2).

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By type of community, ^2.^% of all students enrolled 1n the 5 large 
cUy school districts are students with minority group status. The 
state's fringe cities and medium cities show 10.4'/i and 16.6% minority 
enrollments, respectively. The three categories of small town school 
districts each have overall minority enrollment proportions of less than 
5% (see Table 1 and Figure 2). 

In the past year, black student enrollments decreased In the large 
cities, medium cities, suburban towns, while 1n these same community 
types, Hispanic enrollments Increased. In all community types, Asian 
American enrollments Increased over the prior year (see Table 1 and 
Figure 3).

statewide, there was a decline of 10,037 students, or 2.1%, from 
the prior year, and there was an Increase of 1,583 minority students, or 
1.6?4. The statewide enrollment of students In public schools has 
declined steadily over the most recent ten-year period from 645,555 In 
1975 to 475,014 1n 1984. Over the ten-year period, this Is a decline of 
26. 4X In the statewide student enrollment. In 1975, minority students 
represented 14.754 of the total statewide enrollment, while In 1984, they 
represented 21.1% (see Figure 4 and Table 11).

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Figure 5, below, Is a further breakout of minorities, shown as 
shaded areas. In Figure 4. The number of minority students has 
Increased from 94,969 In 1975 to 100,125 In 1984, up 5.4% (see 
Table 11). Ir. 1984, Blacks numbered 56,126 (56.1%) of all minority 
students, a decrease of 321 from last year. The number of Black 
students declined for the ninth consecutive year, but the number of 
students In other minority groups continued to rise (see Figure 5). 
There were 36,264 Hispanic students (36.2%), an Increase of 1,367 over 
1983; 6,929 Asian Americans (6.9%), an Increase of 513 over 1983; and 
806 American Indians (0.8%), an Increase of 24 from 1983 (see Tables 1 
and 11).

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The five-year, compounded growth rate for Connecticut's minority 
enrollment, from 1979 to 1984, was negligible (0.754). ^or these five 
years the regional vocational-technical schools continued to show tne 
highest minority growth rate, 8.8X. Among the community type groupings, 
small rural towns showed the highest five-year growth rate, 5.0% (see 
Table 1). 

From 1983 to 1984 there was a decline In public school enrollment 
of 2. IX. All but 33 districts reported declines. White, nonhlspanic 
enrollment was down 3.0J4. Black enrollment showed only a slight 
decline. Continuing the growth of prior years, Hispanic enrollment 
Increased by 3.9%, which, for this group. Is the highest annual 
percentage Increase In the 1975 to 1984 period. Asian American 
enrollment Increased strongly, by 8.0% (see Table 11). 

The overall proportion of Blacks to public school students was 
11.8% 1n 1984, compared to 9.7% In 1975. Hispanlcs represented 7.6% 
compared to 4.4% In 1975 (see Table 11). 

In the regional vocational-technical schools minorities represented 
18.9% of the total 13,150 students. This percentage Is slightly greater 
than the statewide percentage of minority students In grades 9-12, which 
was 16.9% (calculated Including the three academies, see Table 2). From 
1983 to 1984 minorities enrolled at state-operated vocational-technical 
schools grew by 7.8%, or 179 students (see Tables 1 and 4). 

In 1984, Bridgeport sent 54 Project Concern students, Hartford sent 
786, and New Haven sent 81, to their respective suburbs (see Table 5). 
Altogether, 921 students participated In Project Concern In 1984 
compared with 930 In 1983 and 1,213 students In 1975. 



Staff 

On October 1, 1984 there were 37,141 professional staff In the 
Connecticut public schools. I.e., In the 165 public school districts, 
the 17 regional vocational-technical schools, and E. 0. Smith High 
School. Of these, 2,164, or 5.8%, were minority (see Tables 8 and 9). 
There were 140 more certified staff than a year earlier, of whom 42 were 
minorities (see Tables 8 and 11). 

The large cities Increased minority staffing by 37. All other 
community types showed either very small changes or no change at all 
(see Table 8). 

Statewide, of the 2,164 minority staff members, 1,532 or 70.8% were 
Black, an i.ncrease of 17 from 1983. There were 568 Hispanlcs, or 26.2% 
of total minorities, an Increase of 31 from 1983. In the combined 
categories uf Asian American and American Indian, there were 64 staff 
members, or 3.0% of total minorities, a decrease of 6 from 1983 (see 
Tables 8 and 11). 
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From 1983 to 1984 the number of minority staff In the vocational- 
technical schools Increased by 3 to 49 (see Table 10). On a base of 
1,060, which Is 10 larger than the prior year, minorities Increased on a 
percentage basis to 4.6% of the schools* professional staff from 4.5% In 
1983, as compared with 5.8% for Connecticut's public schools, overall. 

From 1975 to 1980, the staffing level of Connecticut's public 
schools remained relatively constant at about 41,000. After three years 
of gradual reduction In staff from 1981 to 1983, 1984 shows a small 
Increase In staffing. Over this same time period, minority staff 
members have grown slowly from 4.8% In 1975 to 5.8% 1n 1984 of total 
staff (see Table 11 and Figure 6).

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Figure 7, below, 1s a further breakout of the minority staff 
members, shown as shaded areas, In Figure 6. During the most recent ten 
years, the number of Blacks has moved from Its 1980 high of 1,664 to a 
low of 1,515 In 1983 to 1 ,532 In 1984. Although much smaller In 
relative terms, Hispanic staff members have grown to 568 from 369 In 
1975, and staff members In other minority categories now number 64, 
little changed from 1975 (see Tables 8 and 11 and Figure 7).
